SOUTHERN LEADERS

American. Importers 
Would Select German 
Products To Be Taken in 
Exchange for Cotton. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(/)— 
Completion of a $30,000,000 cotton 
barter deal with Germany apparently 
neared today when American officials 
were informed that the Hitler govern- 
ment had approved the transaction. 

Only clearance at the state and 
treasury departments remained,: in- 
formed sources said, to consummate 
the transaction expected to furnish 
an outlet for 500,000 bales—and per- 
haps 800,000—of the country’s prin- 
cipal export product. 

Officials said the exchange had been 
approved by the export-import bank, 
directed by George N. Peek: Oscar 
Johnson, manager of the AAA cotton 
pool, and the agricultural adjustment 
administration, 

Favorablé Ruling Seen. 

‘The treasury is to give its ruling 
within the next few days and_indica- 
tions -todeay-were that it w 
favorable. A strong effort was being 
made southern futerests to per- 
suade the state department that the 
deal was vital to the welfare of the 
south. ; : 

In return for the cotton, this coun- 
try is to accept German goods ap- 
proximating the. value of the staple. 
Nitrates are one German product men- 
tioned but it was expected American 
importers are to select the German 
products in the trade swap. 

American packing concerns were in- 
volved in the negotiations which led 
the Germans to accept United. States 
proposals, but whether a large quan- 
tity of pork products would be in- 
cluded in the deal was not known. 

Officials in touch with the parleys 
said that 500,000 bales was the mini- 
mum Germany agreed to accept and 
that 800,000 ‘may be exported. 

The export-import bank will handle 
the transfer of dollars and marks, al- 
though the trade in effect will be bar- 


ter. 
Senators Back Deal.

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EMBARGO EVASION 
DENIED BY DU PONT 


Munitions Executive De- 
mands Hoover Be Call- 
ed To Testify. 


WASHINGTON. Dee. 5.—(4)-- 
The story ofan indirect shipment of 
du Pont explosives to Manchuria, de- 
spite embargo restrictions,. and the 
tale of a cargo of gun powder “that 
changed its appearance at sea” was 
promised to the senate . munitions 
committee today by Senator Clark, 
democrat, Missouri. 

These promised disclosures shared 
interest with a.challenge .to. the com- 
mittée by Irenee duPont that it call 
Herbert Hoover to the witness stand. 

Hoover was. mentioned in. previous 
testimony as having talked: with arms 
makers before the 1925 Geneva con- 
ference. Du Pont suggested that he 
and others be called to give evidence 
whether the munitions. industry had 
interfered with that parley. Commit- 
tee members, in the absence of. Chair- 
man Nye, gave no indication whether 
he would be*summored. ~ 

*Denies Responsibility.

Richberg attributed the failure to at- 
tain all NRA’s ends. 

“Tt is much more important on this 
occasion,” he said, “for us to admit 
candidly to each other that our ex- 
periment with industrial self-govern- 
ment demonstrated all too clearly that 
private business is not yet adequately 
organized for collective action and 
self-discipline; and that political con- 
trols are a poor substitute for volun- 
tary co-operation.” 

NRA Will Go On. 

Richber, in strong words, left no 
doubt, however, that the NRA would 
go on. He declared, in effect, also, 
that the government was. not going to 
withdraw its hand in business until 
private capital is more active... He 


“The wailing of timid men that they 
dare not rehabilitate their plants, that 
they dare not expand their business 
or re-employ idle workers, until the 
safety of their operations is assured 
by the government, furnishes only an 
incitement and justification of fur- 
ther extensions of the protecting and 
controlling powers of the state.” 
Again he asserted that the “inti- 
made relationship of government and 
industry is not a theory, but a univer- 
sal fact.” 

Richberg found two faults fm the 
operation of the NRA. He named 
them as the eagerness of some busi- 
nessmen to use NRA for their own 
personal gain and the growth of “ham- 
pering restraints of rules and regula- 


tions.” 

Discipline for Others. 
“We found,” he said. “that busi- 
nessmen were theoretically opposed to 
overnment interference, but particu- 
arly anxious to wield political power 
in the disciplining of their  recalci- 
trant competitors. .. . 
“And we found Meveloping, in spite 
of ourselves, all the hampering re- 
straints of rules and regulations made 
necessary by the complexity and intri- 
cate detail of the problems which piled. 
up on the desk of every administra- 
tive officer.” 

Prospects for Future. 
Looking toward what is to come, 
Richberg said .in part: 

“Now we face the future with the 
need of codes of fair compétition and 
of their wise ‘administration more 
plain than ever before; and with the 
difficulties of this achievement also 
made clear... . 

“We see also that if we are to suc- 
ceed, we must enlist the co-operation, 
not only of business management and 
government, but also of workers and 
consumers, in aby endeavor to pro- 
mote the Smooth and continuous co- 
operation of private enterprises in the 
service of the general welfare. 

“If we are to count on co-opera- 
tion in the development of a better in- 
dustrial systém, wé must first look 
for co-operation in the writing of a 
permanent law in which all the eco- 
nomic interests will be protected. The

The imposition by Judge Hath- 
cock in city criminal court of a 
two-year chain gang sentence on 4 
negro convicted of selling ‘racket’ 
tickets, shows a certain way to end 
the nefarious gambling schemes that 
are taking a large toll daily from 
gullible residents of Atlanta. 

The rackets are successful chief- 
ly because their -solicitation is so 
highly organized. There is scarcely 
a home in Atlanta that is not vis- 
ited each morning by solicitors, 
generally negroes, who approach 
the servants of a household who 
in turn contact their mistresses. 

These negroes have, in the lingo, 
been ‘‘cleaning up” and have had 
little to fear from arrest since they 
were at first let off by the courts 
with the payment .of fines, which 
were assumed by the heads of the 
racket organizations. 

Since the imposition of straight 
chain gang sentences began, many 
familiar faces have been missing 
from the back doors of Atlanta’s 
homes, simply because the solicitors 
were unwilling to run the risk of 
getting caught and facing a term in 
the gang. 

The heavier the sentences to 
those convicted, the more deterrent 
they will prove to others of the 
hundreds of solicitors in Atlanta: 
Judge Hathcock has set a fine prece- 
dent in the two-year sentence im- 
posed.

CALLING A QUACK A QUACK. 

Folks, you must not believe all the 
doctors tell you about me, and, doc 
tors, you should not take too literally 
the things your patients tell you lL 
said. 


A California lady ells me a poig- 
nant story of her experience in the 
small town where sha resides. She 
mee read repeatedly about the joys 
of the diathermy method of removal 
of tonsils and, although she had had 
hers cut out in the conventional Cas- 
tillian way ten years ago, and found 
the experience quite unpleasant, still, 
when the tonsils grew again to a trou- 
blesome state she rather welcomed the 
excuse to have a whirl at this new- 
fangled diathermy method, which, ae 
cording to my column, must be a posi- 
tive lark for the patient, 

But her family physician was sorry 
he had no diathermy apparatus. How- 
ever, he was only to happy to take 
her to the office of a colleague, who 
had the necessary equipment. 

Yes indeed, with the greatest pleas- 
ure this other physician would take 
care of the patient. Now how would 
she prefer the work done, in two or 
three sittings or in six or eight at 
weekly intervals? Right away it seems 
fairly evident that the doctor was a 
novice at it for if he really had the 
technical skill and experience he would 
not ask the patient such a fool ques- 


tion, 

Well the lady sat blithely down and 
submitted to the treatment. She did 
so once. She says never again. She 
has experienced a good many painfui 
things but never anything to compare 
with the torture of that treatment. 

The doctor declared that she was 
so resistant that he had to use three 
times as powerful a current as less re- 
sistant. patients required. What is my 
opinion about that? 

When she told the doctor that I 
had said the treatmehts should be 
practically painless. ... 

Honestly I wouldn’t blame the doc- 
tor for losing his temper right there. 
But he preserved his equanimity ad- 
mirably and got off this rather neat 
rejoined: He remarked that if Dr. 
Brady is so good he would have no 
time for writing newspaper articles. 

Yow get the implication, dear 
readers? 

I have ‘often used that argument, [ 
hope effectively, in answering queries 
of correspondents about self-commend- 
ed specialists. I remind the corre- 
spondents that if the charlatan were 
really as good as he says he is in his 
booklets or come-on circulars, he’d be 
kept so busy with practice that. he 
could searely find time to canvass the 
country in quest of credulous custo- 
mers, or something like that. I never 
dreamed of being so exposed myself. 

I must confess I’ve never treated 
a tonsil with diathermy, and probably 
I never shall. Yet I know what's 
what, and my California colleague’s 
challenge compels me to tell what's 
what. 

_ The lady goes on to say she was 
sick in bed for two days after the 
treatment and unable to drinks liquids 
for three days, also she had a severe 
earache. She says the one treatment 
caused two-thirds of the tonsil to dis- 
appear. . 

: And. that is no doubt the explana- 
tion of the unpleasant effects the 
patient experienced. :The inexperienced 
physician attempted to accomplish too 
much at the first sitting.

Baby Face Nelson’s Widow To Serve 
Year and Day in U. S. Penitentiary 


CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—(#)—Helen| 
Gillis was ready tonight to serve a 
year and a day in a federal peni- 
tentiary for the part she played in the 
Dillinger melodrama. 

Department of justice officials here 
announced the dark-eyed widow of 
George “Babyface” Nelson would be 
taken to Madison, Wis.—possibly to- 
morrow—for the formality of impos- 
ing the penalty she incurred by vio- 
lating a probation. 

At the same time, government op- 
eratives renewed efforts to complete 
the roundup of the sorry remnants 
of John ‘Dillinger’s men at arms— 
John Hamilton and Alvin Karpis— 
and the vivid details of Nelson’s death 
from multiple bullet wounds inflicted 
by Federal Agents Samuel P. Cowley 
and Herman E. Hollis before they 
were mortally wounded in the battle of 
Barrington here disclosed. 

Mrs, Juliette Fitzsimmons, sister of 
Nelson, was quoted by the Daily 
Times in a copyrighted article ag re- 
lating the facts she had learned from 
Mrs. Gillis. 

“Babyface” died in. the arms of his 
wife, the story set forth, at 7:35 
p. m. on November 27 in a_ lonely 
hideout. 

‘Two federal officers had closed in 
on the cottage in the Lake Geneva, 
Wis., area earlier in the day, the 
Times said, and the Nelsons and the 
unnamed male accomplice fled in a 
car. On the road they encountered 
Cowley and Hollis. The engagement 
began. 

“Bullets whizzed past my face so 
close I could feel them,” Mrs. Gillis 
was quoted. “The federal men’s fire 
knocked out our gas supply and we 
took to a field. 

“Les (Nelson’s true name was Les- 
ter M. Gillis) yelled at me to duck 
into a ditch. I did and kept my head 
down in fear that it would be blown 
off. But I was able to see Les fire 
wey at those who were trying to kill 
im. 

“I saw Les jump and grasp his 
side. I knew it was the end. I stayed 
rin the ditch until the firing stopped. 
I could see one of them go over to 
where the federal men lay. Then they 
went to the government car. 

“Les.took the wheel and they pick- 
ed me up. Les.,tried to drive: but he 
couldn’t make it. I knew as we rode 
that he wouldn’t be my pal much; 
longer.”

“Price control has no place in 
American business,” he said, adding 
that it discourages enterprise, makes 
for inefficiency and generates in- 
solence, He said the buying public 
“resents it and whatever is gained in 
one direction is lost in the other.” 

“In the textile industry particular- 
ly low wages have been a matter of 
necessity, because it was a case of 
dog eat dog. If the Macon mills paid 
decent wages to labor, then the Ala- 
bama mills could cut these wages and 
undersell the Macon mills, thus drag- 
ging down the wage level and reduc- 
ing working people and humanity to 
a basis that is intolerable. Minimum 
wages as fixed by the federal govern- 
ment under NRA prevents cut-throat 
competition in the matter of wpees, 
and should be continued.” 

Higher salaries, he said, will put 
labor on a ‘higher platform by in- 
creasing the standard of living. 

“You must remember that the per 
son who is not making a living will 
have to make a living off you in the 
form of taxation. This is of particu- 
lar importance to the people in the 
south. We have more people down 
here who need. help than any other 
part of the country.”

877 quarts of fruits and vegetables 
for winter use, Miss Gay B. Shepper- 
son, administrator, announced here 
Wednesday. 

In addition to the food eanned, 
families also dried approximately 
700.000 pounds of fruit and brined 
36,000 gallons of vegetables for their 
use during the winter months. 

The food preservation . program, 
Miss Shepperson said, was developed 
in connection with the relief garden 
and rural rehabilitation programs of 
the relief administration. It was 
given new emphasis last summer 
when it “was discovered that many 
gardens were producing more vege- 
tables than current needs demanded. 

Presence of this food supply will 
be taken into consideration this win- 
ter in planning food budgets for fam- 
ilies having such a supply.

Export trade, the directors said, 
could not be regained “without the 
active co-operation of the govern- 
ment.”

Other resolutions indorsed provi- 
sions of the cotton textile code limit: | 
ing operation hours of productive ma- 
chinery and recorded the directors as 
favorable to co-operation between gov 
ernment and industry in “meeting the | 
problem of the farmer’’ and promoting | 
a use of cotton and its prod- | 


“The last also held that the process- 
ing. tax had, increased costs to the ex- 
tent that prices were out of line with 
those of other manufactuted products, | 
resulting in decreased cotton cousump- 
tion, 

Speaking at the annual meeting vu! . 
the institute, Sloan said: “By the | 
code, we attempted to create condi- 
tions under which competition could 
function in a healthy manner. We 
have made improvements, we are 
learning by experience, much remains | 
to be accomplished.” 

Reviewing the past year in the in- 
dustry, Sloan discussed the effect of 
the textile code, the processing tax and | 
the recent textile strike. 

The code, he said, had relieved the 
pressure toward minimum wages, 
equalized conditions of competition 
and enabled the industry to re-absorb 
its unemployed: 

Balance Near. 


Machine-hour limitations had 
brought the available capacity of the 
industry more nearly into balance with 
available demand, Sloan said, thus 
mitigating somewhat the effects of the 
over-capacity of the industry. 

“For 1933 and the first six months 
of 1934,” he added, “we beli®ve that 
the inquiries now being made by the 
federal ‘trade commission will show 
profit to the industry as a 
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This would contrast, he pointed out, 
with a net loss for the industry » of 
$75.000.000 for the years 1926 to 3951 
inclusive. 

Sloan said that certain developments 
during the past six months had exert- 
ed a deleterious efféct on the cotton 
business. He listed as these develop- 
ments a general reaction in business 
confidence, a reaction from buying, 
loss‘ of export markets and the pro- 
cessing tax. 

Destructive Effects. 
“All these elements and no doubt 
Others have for the time being un- 
balanced our capacity available under 
our machine hour limitations with 
available demand,” Sloan declared. 


“They have brought again into opera- 


tion for the time being, some of the 
old. destructive effects of such  un- 
balance. . .. 
~ “For situations such as these we 

viously need to develop a more flex- 
le technique in balancing available 
capacity with available demand, and 
preserving a nequality between buyer 
and. seller.” 

Sloan said machine-hour provisions 
should never be removed. If they 
were, he added, the “pressure of de- 
structive competition would drive to- 
ward the resumption and rapid exten- 
sion of three-shift operation.” 

Turning to the processing tax; Sloan 
said that, coming on top of increased 
labor costs, it had “thrown the price 
of cotton goods out of. line with com- 
modities generally” and was a factor 
in. diverting consumption to other 
products “which compensatory taxes 
do not deal with completely.” 

Commenting hriefly on the textile 
strike, Sloan declared it was a failure 
“because it was an effort to impose 
on all the workers ofan industry the 
will of an organization with which 
only a minority had chosen to affiliate 
themselves.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—(#)—It’s 
open season on football coaches again, 
with either hari-kari.in private or 
the blank wall and the firing squad 
at 10 paces the customary’ price of 
fall failure, but for one reason or 
another the casualty list this win- 
ter seems certain to be the smallest 
in years. 


On opposite sides of the country, 
two major leaders already have fall- 
en—Eddie Casey at Harvard, in the 
east, and Navy Bill Ingram at the 
University of California—while.in the 
middle west Frank Carideo, one of 
Knute Rockne’s greatest quarterbacks 
at Netre Dame, stepped down after 
three bitter years at Missouri. 

California quickly replaced Ingram 
with his former chief assistant. Leon- 
ard B. “Stub” Allison, on a one-year 


“\eontract, and the Missouri job .prob- 


ably will go to Don Fauret. whose 
Kirksville ‘Teachers have won 26 
straight, and even upset Missouri.

The stuednt council’s§ action _ left 
seven journalism students, who are 
suspended from school, without offi- 
cial support from their classmates in 
the bitter fight against censorship of 
the campus newspaper Reveille.

Two of the seven, Jesse H. Cutrer, 
who was ousted last week as editor 
of Reveille, and D. R. McGuire, New 
Orleans, leader in the censorship fight, 
were definitely expelled.
